I am sorry I can 
give you no further information about the foreign schools of 
this country in regard to the privilage of exemption from 
military service for the students, but the Embassy now has 
the whole question in hand and with the French Embassy are 
doing their best to have these scho®ls put on the same foot- 
ing as Turkish Schools. But I have not much hopes for a suc- 
cessful termination of the matter.

I ® not care to have naturalized American citizens 
sign these certificatesas the Turkish Government does not 
recognize such persons as being American citizens so it is 
a Waste of timeand material in securing their certificates. 
However, if they will go to any other country they will be 
registered and protected as American Caer, | but in this 
country this is impossible. 


May I request that if the members of your station have 
not signed and sent their certificates by the time this 
reaches you, that you will ask them to forward them at once 
as I must have them by the first of the New Year.

Location and Population - The city of Mardin is situated 375 miles 
northeast of Beirut in the heart of what was Turkey, but 


is now (1922) claimed by Wesopotamia, Turkey, Armenia 

and Syria. After the World War when the inhabitants of 
Mardin were asked to what country the, wished to belong, 
they answered that they belonged to Kurdistan and would 
be ruled by the Turks. This was a natural answer for 
people taught to "submit to the powers that be" and having 
little knowledge of the world outside. They believe that 
God rules their destinies and they will not oppose any 

one who will rule them justly. 

The city lies on the bdorderland whére mountain 
and plain meet and is composed of a mixture of races and 
creeds. One-half of its 50,000 inhabitants are Moslem by 
faith and call themselves Arabs and Kurds. The people of 
the Christian half are mostly descendants of the old 
Assyrian r@te. speaking the arabic language. There are 
three or four old Christian churches and as many Roman 
Catholic.

Station History 


The Mardin field was transferred from the Congregational 
to the Presbyterian Board in 1920, as it was the only Arabic spfak- 
ing Station of the Congregational Board and a large part of its 
financial business was transacted through the PEoeog ser ieu liission 
Press at Beirut.

Mardin overlooks the plain to the south. Within thirty 
five miles it is more or less cultivated by Kurds, living in vil- 
lages, dressing somewhat like Arabs but using tne Kurdish language.

Some of these villages are owned by feudel lords and some by rich 
men in Mardin. Most of the <urds are Moslems. There are a very — 

few Christian villages near iardin and also @ number of Circassian 
villages. To the south of the cultivated lands several tribes of 
Arabs Wander with their flocks and herds, often coming up to the 
villages to trade the products of their flocks for grain, cloth 

and other necessities. 

For years, missionaries and their native helpers have 
longed to’ préach the Gospel to these villages and tribes but the 
government has made it impossible. The missionaries in their friend: 
ly relations with these people have found much that is likeadle, 
especially their generous hospitality, a certain sense of honor 


and pride, tove of freedom, - ‘with loyalty to their own family and 


our Out-stations 


The Mission has kept a preacher and primary school in 
Wisibin for a good many years in a Jacobite community, where a 
small nucléus was formed, many coming in to hear the Word. Some- 
times there were discussions and searching of the Scriptures with 
the Jewish neighbors. The work in Veransheber was more recent, 
after the Kurdish tribes became more favorable to Christians. There 
was an Armenian community here that was given a school eee 
about thirty miles west of Mardin is the town of Dariki, like 
Mardin on the southern: slope of the mountain but nearer "to the: plain. 
It is noted for its olive orchards, which lie in the valley, pro- 
técted from the cold north winds. It is also noted for its fierce 
and lawless Kurds. There was -an' industrious, prosperous colony of 
Armenians in Dariki, who used the Kurdish language. The Protestant 
community owned their church and school room. Their preacher was 


ordained pastor in April, 1915, a short time before he became a 


with his flock. 
Diarbekir, sixty mites northwest of Mardin is the capital 


‘of the Turkish province of the same name, in which Mardin is 


located.‘This city has twice as many inhabitants as Mardin and 3 
differg from it in having a considerable armenian speaking popula- 
tion. There was a Protestant church here, obtaining preachers and 
teachers from the Harpoot Mission of the Uongregational Board. The 
Assyrian population has often begged for preachers and teachers. 
Silk manufacturing and commerce made them a@ prosperous community 


cuntil the war. 


Th @ Syrian Jacobites 


fo the northeast, east, and southeast of Werdin ar? novn- 
tains called the Tour Aabdeen or Mountain of the Worshippers. Urs 
have lived for' centuries the Assyrians who were converted to 
Christianity by St. James and are called Syrian Jacobites from hin, 
having an interesting church history and a Bible in the ancient 
Syriac language. 

They have chosen high strongholds and built great carrches 


‘and monasteries from the limestone rock, having walls three to six 
‘feet thick; and high arched roofs, their doors cut low, sometimes 
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MARDIN STATION 


underground, their windows, loop holes for guns. Around these edi- 
fices they built their villages and tilled the earth pockets of 
the rocks or made narrow terraces on the mountain sides for their 


vineyards or harrowed their little wheat and barley fields in the 


valley bottoms, planting poplars, millet and cotton where there were 
springs for irrigation. Their children herded a few sheep and goats 
on the mountain sides. They sold their wheat to buy Clothing and 
ground up the acorns from the wild mountains for their bread. Their 
diet of acorns, millet, barley and milk, or the invigorating moun- 
tain air or the sense of being monarchs, of what they survey, has 
made these people a well grown, strong and brave race. 

When one sees danger coming in the form of the ehemy clan, 
the hauwar(alarm) is called, one after another taking it up, till 
it echoes through the mourn tains. The boys hurry the sheep and the 
cattle home. The men leave their plowing or wood cutting and gather 
armed to meet the foe. In the meantime the women gather things into 
the houses, the animals are put into the stable; which is the in- 
most room of the low houses. Some give the war cry to encourage 
their warriors. Usually this is enough because the enemy may have 
intended only to surprise a little boy and scarry off his flock, or 
perhaps to catch a man alone in the mountains and send’ bullet 
through hds heart. If matters are very serious, all hurry to the 


‘Church which is their last resort, and there they are in siege until 


one side or the other yields. 


Other Out-stations 
Midyat, about forty miles east of Mardin is the most 


important Protestant center. 3efore the Vorld War there was a large 


prosperous, self-supporting congregation there. In 1913 the church © 


was ouilt, mostly by the rich men of MNidyat themselves. Both men 


and women took active part in all church affairs. In 1915 many of 


‘the Midyat people were killed. A good number were in siege in nearby 


villages. A preacher and teacher remained with them all through the 
war. Now(1922) it is the only place outside of Mardin where there 
is anything like normal work, but they have only one teacher, where 
before the war they had three. 

Ther® was a church with a preacher and a school in the 
city of Sert, about 100 miles from iar@cin and noar to Bitlis. siany 
Armenians speakins the Arabic language lived in this city. Phere 
were churches in two large villages within thirty miles of ifidyat, 
Kulleth, and Xerboran, each containing sixty Protestant fanilies. 
Hasen Kafe and Arnas had chapels and schools. Of these there is 
left only the stone walls of the buildings and a very few wen aad 
women. There are more children but they; have been scattered. all 
thet could de found were taken into the Mardin orphanases. A ZIv0e 
many of the inhabitants of the four villages near ijardin, fled tc 
that city in 1915 and were safo, but some died of exposure and 
famine. 


Bducational Work 


The most noticeable result of Nission work in the past 
has been the increased desire for learning, so that all the 
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churches have had to improve their schools or start new ones to 
keep the people from sending their children to the Mission schools. 
A number of kindergarten teachers have oeen trained and the childrer 
who attend the kindergarten are oright and interesting. The fathers 
and mothers have been much surprised at the accomplishments of the 
little folks. The Protestant community manages their own primary 
schools, having for teachers some of their own girls who have grad- 
uated from the Mardin high school. There have been primary schools 
in the further wards of the city in connection with other comnuni- 
ties, Syrian and Roman Catholic. Primary schools are located in 
about seventeen towns and villages. 

' Girls‘ High School - This institution grew until its 
quarters were too small. A beginning was made before the war on 
@ new building but only the foundation has been built and some 
material prepared. At present (1922) the schools are using one 
of the missionary residences made vacant during the war. The Arabic 
and English language are used and some Turkish as a government re- 
quirement. Some normal instruction is given and the graduates have 
oecome very useful teachers in our city and village schools anda : 
also in Syria, Arabia and Ugypt. The girls do atl their Own house- 
work and learn to sew and make dresses. Attention is given to lace 
BOEING o that they may help to support themselves. 

The girls have a Y.i/eCeAe Society and teach Sunday viene’ 
Classes. Almost every girl unites with the church before her grads 
uation. This school has had much to do with putting off the 
marriageable age of girls from twelve to sixteen years. The.. homes 
of the graduates show a great improvement over the usual conditions 
and in them children receive better training. Some girls learn to 
play the reed organ and all love to sing. They also @njoy preparing 
programs to which txneir friends are invited. Sometimes they repro- 
duce Bible scenes, 

Boys' High School - The conditions under which the boys 
live tend to make them unsettled in their work. In many Cases as 
soon as they get a fair knowledge of inglish, they leave for America 
where they expect a better Chance. Manual training, carpentry, 
printing and farming have been taught the boys, It is hoped that 
some day this school will become ilesopotamia College for all arabic 


speaking pupils. A better situation could not be found for an agri-~ 
cultural college. | 


sladical Work 


Dr. Daniel Thom was in charge of the medical work for .the 
Congregational Board for forty years. Being the only reliable 
doctor within a hundred miles and more in every direction, he bs- 
came widely known, and in many places his medical service becams 
the entering wedge for the preaching of. the Gospel. His good sense 
and kindly interest in all human affairs made him the friend of all 
races and creeds. Operations on the rich brought goodly sums, with 
which he bought land for the Mission and built a hospital in which 
he could do greater service. This building was used as a military 


hospital and was much out of repair at the end of the World War. 

In 1919 it was repaired, rooms enlarged and improvements and adci- 
tions made by the Near East Relief. The hospital has done good ser- 
vice, both during the war and during the Relief administration, end 
has before it a splendid opportunity if adequately staffed. 
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MARDIN STATION 
The Outlook 


All the outlying points have suffered from the ravages of 
war and the schools Are noérly all at a standstill. The work awaits 
cnly the settlement of political conditions. For the time being(1922; 
the work must be left largely in the hands of the Near East Relief 
representatives who are in close touch with the Syrian Mission. 
fhe moment that stable political conditions return the missionaries 
will find their hands full to meet the calls.

I have been thinking much of you lately because of the 
word which came to us through the State Department that the Schools had — 
been closed in Mardin. The Department forwarded me & copy of a letter 
from the American Consul at Aleppo in which he quoted a telegram from you, 
urging that they take up the question with the Turkish Government of allow- 
ing the school to reopen, 


It was fine of you to attempt to handle the question as 
you did. I am watching it now in the State Department and they apparently 
are alert to the need. We have however, been through a most disappointing 
experience with our Government in the mtter of I@usanne ani it looks as 
though we wuld have to be patient for a considerable time before we could 
make our Government put pressure upon the new Turkish Government to grant — 
us the liberties that we had prior to the war, There seems to have Been 
a sort of timidity on the part of England and France and hesitancy on the 
part of our ow government which one can only feel is almost the reduction 
of expediency to a point of a crime.

month the youngest of the teachers left,leaving only two teachers on 
our oay-roll.Both of these teachers have served us for over twenty years, 
so that beside wishing to keen them for the school when it should open — 
again,we felt obligced to continue their salaries,as it was thru no fault 
of theirs that they were thrown out of work,.They have continued to serve 
us in government work and with the boys that have remained with us.

us the official order from Angora that our schools might re-open,so now 
we are very thankful that we have a nucleus of teachers left for the 
schools. Total expenditures of the school was L.T.G.295.85,which sum 
Was met by Lie T 0G 2154.79 receipts from tne pupils , 57.39 Le T eifts, 
and lee T 104.,457 from Board funds. 
Hospital: 
The hospital has had a small daily clinic for refugees and the poor, 
and has an average of ten in patients during the year.Many,maay people 
ask for medical aid,but because we have no doctor,nor official per- 
mission, iss Kershner does not think it wise te treat any but relief 
people.The lack of supplies is another reason for not enlarging the 
work.We are besieced by the better class of people with requests for a

Extracts from letter of Miss Louise Law, written at Mardin, August 50 - September 
1924, 


Dear Friends; 


Here we are, safe and sound, after traveling for six days. How very 
thankful we are for the constant mercies} It was always a comfort to think of 
you at home, and the many friends in Syria, praying for us as we journeyed. when 
we left the railroad, which we could take for only part of our trip, there was 
not a vehicle of any description to be seen, so we sat and waited for one of three 
things: a native desert wagon, a handcar (either of which meant 17 or 18 hours tra- 
vel in the sun and into the night), or a motor, which was said always to meet the 
train. the motor, an ancient looking Ford, finally arrived, and after mjch bar—- 
gaining and going through the necessary formalities with the officials, we finally 
set out about four in the afternoon with a soldier as escort. The runners were not 
in a condition to take our baggase, so the trunk was put inside, surmounted by a 


duffle bag; our blankets were spread on the seat; the lunch baskets, two typewriters, 


etc. were put where room could or condid not be found; but there was no room for our 
feet} Because of engine trouble, we were unable to reach the villace where we had 
expected to spend the night and were obliged to camp ovt in the desert near a small 
military station. During the night we were awakened by bells, which Mr. Freidinger 
thought might be those ofa passing caravan. Uarly the next morning we started off, 
thankful for the rest and safety of the night. We had a day adventures,interspersed 
with engine trouble, including a desert whirlwind. Finally, just as we saw Mardin 
in the distance, we had to take to donkeys and leave our “tin Lizzie" to hobble af- 
ter us. After a long hard pull up the mountain, we finally reached the Mission com- 
pound about eight and were warmly welcomed by Miss Fenenga.— 


The first few days were occupied with calls. We went on horseback to call 
on the most important officials. ‘hey returned the calls very soon, or if they came 
first, we returned them at once. Friday is Miss Fenenga's day at home for men,‘tues- 
day she receives any ladies who may come. She always serves arab coffee, candy if 
she has it, or tea and cookies, and sometimes icecream. She tries to keep friends 
in this way. She is a remarkable woman of imposing figure and mamner, and every one 
from all sects seems to respect her.

Sources of supply (1) We need a steady and increasing supply ot the 
ofraw material. best raw material. The sources of this are five, of 
Waich only three are at present accessible viz.- our own evangeli- 
cal churches and communities, the Jacobite and Nestorian Syrians. 
and the Papal denominations. The other two are the Kourds of tae 
mountains and the Arabs of the plains- both Mohammedan and to be. 
later reached through the other three as they become evangelical. 
Our relation to the first of these sources is immediate, while it is 
mediate to the other two through our chapels and se hools, but es- 
pecially the schools which contain pupils from the two Syrian church- 
es, and the Papal sects. For the present we may omit this last 
source and turn to the ancient Jacobite branch of the Syrian 
cuurch as our present most hopeful field outside of the Protestant 
community from which to obtain increased raw material. We urge 
the seconding by the Prud. Com. of our efforts for the spiritual, mo- 
ral, and mental improvemeut of this ancient church from the fullow

Those of this faith who have 
availed themselves.of the opportunities afforded by the schools of 
both Papists and Protestants have contributed an element which 
looks down upon and antagonizes the illiterate of both clergy and 
laity within their own persuasion, (4) To the existence within its 
fold of a party which is turning its gaze toward the English church 
as a means of escape trom a commuiion which, ia their view, is 
without any recuperating forces within itself. The Anglican com- 
munity, chiefly through the Kne@lish bishop at Jerusalem and Dr. 
Parfit, his active lieutenant at Beirut, is now making strenous efforts 
to geta gp upon this Old Syrian church, and ultimately to subs— 
titute the Anglican ritual in Arabic in place of the present Syriac 
ritual of the Fathers This party is ready to respond to overtures 
from the Anglican bishop as offering a compromise between eccle— 
siasticism and a mere evangelical attitude, though it is thus for 
existing as a secret society within the church itself and is of un- 
known numerical strength. (5) To the persistent and unserupulous 
pressure ofthe Papasy on the one hand and on the other to the stead- 
vy and rising influence of evangelical views as pushed by the agen- 
cies of the Bible Societies, both British and American. and by the 
missionaries and native agencies of our Board. The extent of this 
latter influence recently received illustration when a priest complain- 
ed agajnst one of our preachers as opening a school without autho- 
rity. We referred the matter to his bishop, who was our personal 
friend, to settle; but when the accusing priest was brought before 
the bishop he said to the bishop, ‘If you do not take measures a- 
eavinst this preacher and his congregation there will soon remain no 
Jacobite chuich in any of the surrounding villages, ncr even in 
Karabash itself.”’ |

Syrian friend, these relations have been particularly cordial. He at 

Church that time pledged himself to the support of the High School 
opened in Deir Zaafaran by the bishop of Mosul, and we furnshed 
him both with a teacher from the staff of our own High School and 
with a supply of text-books, and also used every moral means at. 
command to aid him in the successful establishment of this scheol 
as a first serious attempt to promote higher education among his 
people. But most of the conditions stated under the previous sec- 
ti on militate against the efforts of his Holiness in behalf «1 this 
school. This community is between two opposing inflnences and 
is bound, sooner or later. tocome under the mouiding influence of 
one of them. Today it is leaning our way and. is willing to have 
our moral support in the effort ta promote education within its 
bounds; and if a small yearly subsidy were, by the Prud. Coim.. to 
be added it would, we think, be willing to have us cooperate with 
it in gradually establishing for it a school system by which we should 
obtain such a moral influence over it that there would be litt'e risk 
of its veering to seek support from the Papacy, which might proffer 
larger financial aid than we can offer but at the cost of dectrinal 
freedom and ecclesiastical independance. Such a system would also 
result in recruits for our High Schools toa degree second only 
to the supply from our own churches and congregations The fact 
is that, nolens volens, the race for the prize of this community is 
_ on between the Papists, who had 150 years the start of us here, and 
ourselves; and our present relations with these Jacobite triends 
constitute the psychological moment for a ‘‘rapprochment’’ which 
will go far to save them from swelling the Papal ranks and to still 
more incline them to evanglical views, thus rendering more hopeful 
the possibility of a reform movement within the bounds of their 
church— a movement effected by the educated constituency trained 
under the school system aided by the Prud. Com., and by the per- 
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fected preparation of their leaders through graduation in our own 
higher institutions Never before has such a fair opportunity been 
presented to the Com. to influerce and mould one of the Kastern 
cnurches asis today offere.l by our present relations with this Ja- 
cobite Syrian church. NOW is the accepted time, and our future 
success depends upon strengthening our hold upon the sources of 
our raw material which this community offers, so that with it and 
by the aid of the Spirit we may be ready to develop cther scurces 
which in His own time will be made available to us. |

Mr. Emrich has in preceding papers forwarded to the Prud. Com., 
so admirably worked up our combined ideas upon this point that I 
need not do more here then refer you to them, and to emphatica!ly 
reiterate our belief that the Arabic work of the Board demands, 
and should receive, more distinctive and intensive consideration than 
has been hitherto given it.

During the last six years we have been quietly raising the stand- 
ard of our High School, increasiing the number of pupils and, while | 
not neglecting our own field, seeking to introduce thcm into the 1¢w 
fields of other Boards. The list of our pupils serving abroad pre- 
viously sent te the Prud. Com.,with our answers to qnestions received 
respecting the Higher Educational Institutions of the Board, will 1i- 
dicate the extent to which we are already acquiring new markets for 
our wares. These new fields are beginning to look to us rather than 
elsewhere for their future supply of laborers, and it beboves us to fol- 
low up our own initiative with a larger quantity anda_ better quality 
of our wares with which to keep them supplied. We shall not be a- 
ble to do this unless we realize the points already n«nticred to 
the fullest extent of our ability —an ability made possible 
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only through the efforts of the Board and its constituency. A ma- 
nufacturer must keep pace with the improved tastes of his customers 
ct he will lose their patronage. We must improve our pastors, prea- 
chers, aud teachers to correspond with the growing spiritual. moral, 
and mental eulightement ofthe churches, congregations, and schools, 
both ofthese fields and our own, if we would maintain thelead we now 
have among the various Christian sects and hold the market now o- 
pening to our wares. 

Plan of Cooperation(4) We must maintain onr Credit and increase 

of Societies our Working Capital. 

We shall, it seems to us. best accomplish this double object through 
a Co-operation of the Boards, whose tields are being now supphed 
by our institution at Mardin.in sustaining and developing the same. 
Here is one of the finest opportunities ever offered to at least three 
societies [ perhaps a fourth would be willing to join] to unite in con- 
ducting the Boys’ and Girls’ High Schools, The Theological School 
and the future College, both financially through their trustees,and 
furnishing men from their Missions who could take turns ir. assisting 
in instruction, the missionaries at Mardin in charge of them. 

The ultimate aim of these four societies is the same-the Christianiza 
tion of Islam through the evangelization of the Jacobite Syrian and 
Nestorian churches which must furnish the Native Agencies for the 
intial stages of this great work in these regions. Sincethe aim is 
the same, their fields contiguous to ours, and ours are the only in- 
stitutions for Higher Education [both present and prospective] within 
the bounds of all these fields, why would it not be the best policy, 
and at the same time the most economical and effective way to reach 
that aim, for these three or four societies to work upona Plan of 
Union for the support and conduct of these institutions to the mu- 
tual advantage of the whole work and of the workers, both 
native and foreign, under these Boards in these fields? 

Such a presentation before the Christian sects here, and the Moslem 
world about us, of a united front in the preparation of workers for 
supplying the spiritual and intellectual needs of both Moslems and 
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d 
Christians would of itself, furnish a powerful moral influeuce whiel 
could not be gain said. Such concentrated effort in the line of High- 
er Education by three or four Societies,by which the respective fields 
under their separate management would be supplied with the neces 
sary Native Agency would, in our estimation best meet the needs of — 
these fields and at the same time receive the approbation and hearty 
support of these Societies, viz.-The A.B. C. F. M., the Arabian Mis- 
sion of the Reformed Church of America, the Church Missionary So- 
ciety and Board of Missions of the Presbyterian Chureh of Ame- 
rica. 

Different members of the Missions of these Societies contiguous to 
our field could, from time to time, be sent to aid in giving instruction 
in these institutions- as for instance Dr. Zwemer of the Arabian Mis- 
sion-especially o the students from their respective fields. 

Oue set of institutions for these four adjacent fields, under the _ pa- 
tronage, oversight, and cooperative management of these Societies. 
ander such a Plan of U nion, would be far superior to, and more cffi- 
cient and economical than. four sets of institutions feebly conduc- 
ted. poorly supplied with the necessary cquipment for the . highest 
efficiency in the preparation of a Native Agency, and at the same time 
more expensive Surely the Committees of these four Socictics 
could devise a Plan of Union with respect to such cooperation as has 
just been skatched, which would most effectually meet both the pre- 
sent and future needs of all Mesopotamia,Arabia, the Nestorian field 
within the limits of the Turkish Empire, and the lower reaches ofthe. 
-‘Shatt-ul-Arab’’— in short.the whole vast region between Syria and 
Persia and the Persian Gulf. Only by such union and cooperation 
can we hope both to maintain our credit with the people of this vast 
territory and increase our working capital needed to best fit their fu- 
ture leaders forthe potions task of bringing them into the Kingdom 
of His Dear Son. 

(5) Lastly, ve must come into closer contact with those whom we 
eek tu train for leadership of these people -both Christian and 
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Moslem (when their time shall come) -increase their ‘‘esprit-du 
corps”? and thruugh cooperative effort with them, share with them 
the joys, hardsuips, and rewards of service for our common Mas- 
ter. To us it seems that these ends can be best realized through 
the cooperation and Plan of Union sketched above. While each 
Board retains its owa special field, a missionary trom each field 
other than our own conld be detailed to reside, for a part of the 
{ime in Mardin so as to give to the students from, or for his field 
| special instructions, additional to the regular curriculum, to fit them 
to work with and for their own people. For instance Dr. Cantine 
| might represent the Arabian Mission, Mr. Lavy the C. M. Soc., 
and Mr. McDowell of the Presb. Board might spend part of the 
| year in instructing his pupils gathered from the mountains of 
| Bohtan, Gawar, and the Tiari. These missionaries also might dur- 
ing their residence in Mardin, aid in the regular instruction in 
the different schools. By some such arrangement the future 
| leaders ofthe people would have a bond of union through their 
| common Alma Mater, a better understanding of one another 
| through a common training, an ‘‘esprit-du—corps”’ through a sense 
of the unity of the work upon which they are about to enter and, 
i seeing the missionaries of the different Boards united in a common . 
effort for the best equipment of native leaders for the native chureh- 
| es aud schools, would be encouraged to bury race jealousies and 
| _ gectarian rivalries in a common and united effort to offer to the 
people the Kingdom of Christ, and to bring them into it. 

We cordially and prayerfully commend to the attention of the 
Com. this outline o! a policy forthe future development and con- 
duct of the institutions of the Board located, and to be located at 
Mardin.

Dear Friends;- 
After such an exciting night as we have just been through, all manner of 
reports are spread abroad, and that you may know just what happened I will here set 
down the facts of the case. 


Shortly after two this morning, the Thom household was awakened by the - 
excited barking of the little dog, Jury, who sleeps in the Doctor's office. Dr. Thom, © 
supposing that he was wanted for some emergency case, arose and started across the hall 
to the office where there was a lamp lighted. He saw two men coming towards him, 
but before he realized that they were not there on legitimate business, the lamp was thrown 
to the floor, leaving the housein utterdarkness. Then of course he understood - ROBBERS. 

The Doctor immediately siezed the nearer man, but at that instant, he was 
felled by a stunning blow. In less time than it takes to tell it, retaining his grip on 
the man, he was dragged along the hall, and down the stone stairs to the lower hall. 
At the head of the stairs, in a desperate attempt to get free, the robber used his dagger, 
making a deep cut in the Doctor’s neck, and splitting his right ear so that the lower half 
was hanging loose. Leaving him in a pool of blood at the foot of the stairs, the robbers 
fied out through the kitchen, the door of which they had forced to gain an entrance. 

| The Doctor was able to stagger upstairs, where Mrs. Thom, Miss North, and 
the mad had lighted the lamps. Miss North then sewed him up as best she could with 
the instruments available. 

The whole affair occupied less than five minutes. - The Doctor did not 
Lave time to see who they were before the lamp was thrown down, tho he hoticed that 
one was of a stocky build. Both had cloths tied over their faces, and not a word was 
spoken during the whole affray. They seemed to be familiar with the premises, and 
that they had planned the affair carefully is shown by the fact that they brought bread to 
feed Jury, so he would keep still. But owing to his glam a warning, they were unable 
to appropritae any spoils before discovery. | 

As soon as word reached him this morning Kerim came bringing instru- 
ments and dressings, and he and Miss North dressed the Doctor’s wounds properly. He 
suffers intensely. Aside from the big gash, his back and wrist are badly strained, and | 
he is pretty well bruised up. But you surely join us in our prayer of thanksgiving that 
his hfe was spared to us. 


Monday morning. ~The Doctor is already feeling quite himself again. 
‘These past two days he has had no end of callers, including all the civil and military of- 
ficials and prominent men, who express most sincere sympathy. _It is gratifying to see 
the high esteem in which he is held by all, Christian and Moslem alike. The police are 
1ooking into the matter, but we have almost no clues. A number of Koords have been 
imprisoned, but as yet they have not disclosed the Doctor’s assailants. 


Again expressing on behalf of the station our deep gratitude for deliverance
